000, of whom the south has 102 and the 
total pay is $183,000. 

In the navy there are flag officers: 
Number 225; pay $900;000. 

Of whom the south has fourteen and 
their pay &mounts to $54,000... 

This table is made up to cover only the 
higher officers in all departments. The 
legions of subalterns are nearly all from 
north.of the line. Indeed, whenever a 
southern member of congress gets a place 
for a'‘southern man or woman it is such 
a marked event that it gets into the news- 
papers. : 

This record gives to the north .1,977 
heads of departments and commissioned 
officers, and only 173 to the south. It 
gives to the north $5,500,000 and to the 
south less than half a million in salaries 
per annum. ) 

This is but a sample of the way in which 
our paternal government treats the south. 
This accounts for only six millions out of 
nearly a billion that is spent.. Of the rest 
we get nothing to speak of, outside.of the 
pay to postmasters, members of congress 
and revenue collectors.’ “One hundred 
and fifty million dollars goes to 
northern pensions and several millions 
to northern cemeteries. Of course, Mr. 
Harrison will.say. that he would have 
given more places’ to the south but he 
couldn’t find. white men in the southern 
republican party that were fitted to hold 
them. ‘ That is the reason, I reckon, why 
he. gave some of the best offices to the 
negroes; but there was no law against 
his appointing conservative democrats. 
There are plenty. of them waiting and 
willing. .-How in the ‘world are we ever 
to cateh up unless we have a finger in 
the pie? How are we ever to become 
national patriots on quarter rations? Sam 
Jones says there is no use in trying to con- 
vert a sinner on an empty stomach and 
just so you can’t make patriots out of 
pau That -why nearly all the rich 
folks up north are republicans. They are 
paid te.be. They have for thirty years 
been fattening on government Contracts. 
Tuink of the immense supplies for the 
army and navy. Think of the armories 
and the guns and anununition and horses 
and mules and wagons andtents and cloth- 
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that much, but that law made 

out of most of them. They come down on 
their marrow bones with great alacrity 
and they hired republican lawyers to go to 
Washington and intercede. Judge Loch- 
rane opened an office there and made 
oodles of money out of them. He told 
them that the way to make a pardon a 
dead sure thing was to join 'em, and they 
did it.

I 
helped to edit it for awhile and so did 
Henry Watterson and Albert Roberts, 
but none of us could write hot enough to 
please the owner. Every morning he 
came around and said, “Give ’em h-ail 
Columbia; give ’em the d-ickens; pour it 
into ‘em, the infernal robbers.” When 
Sherman captured Atlanta our friend be- 
gan to see things in a different light, and 
in a few months he was resting in Abra- 
ham’s bosom. He got a pardon and saved 
his property. That was all right. Some 
folks can get over a fuss or a fight quick 
and some never do get over it—especially 
women with dark hazel eyes. I know one 
who was run out of her home in the dead 
of night and the foul invaders got her 
piano and furniture and preserves and 
pickles and chinaware and the hams and 
leaf lard that were in the smokehouse 
and a whole barrel of home-made lye soap 
and they confiscateu them—soap and all. 
And she continues to talk about it, and 
sometimes uses language fit and appropri- 
ate.

A conical 
mountain with a cup-shaped top or crater, 
connected by a chimney with the depths of 
the earth, such is the form of a volcano. 
The chfinney leads to an intensely heated 
chamber or recess in the bowels of the 
earth. Water finds its way to this chamber, 
is converted into steam and struggles for 
an escape. |[t finds an outlet through the 
tube leading to the crater, or makes an out- 
let if none previously existed, and carries 
with it a cloud of vapor and smoke; a stream 
of molten rock, a shower of stone, cinders 
and ashes. The molten mass flows down 
the sides of the mountain, and with the 
ashes and cinders carries desolation and 
death to the country below. Some of the 
matter thrown out lodges around the mouth 
of the crater, raising it still higher; or the 
strugglig mass, unable to lift the aceumn- 
lated material from the chimney, or to 
force a hole thro{gh the floor of the crater, 
may tear off a part of the rim of the crater 
or rend a fissure from top to bottom. 
Volcanoes are pretty widely distributed 
over the face of the earth, but in general 
it may be said that they lie along moun-

Ashes thrown from volcanoes travel many 
miles away and carry darkness with them. 
In the year 1835 a volcano in Nicaragua 
called Coseguina caused darkness in all 
directions for a distance of thirty-five 
miles, and deposited ashes, it is said, to a 
depth of ten feet over twenty miles away, 
while some of the minute volcanic dust 
was carried up to a high current of 
air and fell four days later 700 miles away 
at Kingston, Jamaica. :

Volcanoes have been in existence during 
ev prinetpal geologic age, at least as 
far back as the lower silurian, the rocks 
of which age are very nearly the oldest 
in existence. New volcanoes in later 
years have appeared above the surface of 
the sea. 

There are three classes of volcanoes—the 
active, dormant and extinct—but these 
classes are likely to overlap. With one 
or two possible, but somewhat doubtful, 
exceptions, the eruptions of volcanoes oc- 
cur at no regular periods. Prior to the 
memorable outbreak of Vesuvius in the 
year 79, even tradition had not handed 
down an account of an eruption. Since 
the above date Vesuvius has been inter- 
mittently active, but from the year 1500 
to 1631 the crater was so quiet that it be 
came choked with a woody growth. In 
1631 an eruption occurred, exceeded in 
violence only by that of the year ’79. 

First and last in a volcano’s life history, 
gases and vapors are prominent. Of the 
vast clonds which sometimes hang over 
active volcanoes, it is calculated that nine 
hundred and ninety-nine thousandths Is 
steam. The amount of vapor emitted by 
Etna during a pate of 100 days has been 
estimated as, if condensed, equal to some 
550,000,000 gallons of water. Some idea 
of this amount of water can be conveyed 
by stating that the amount of water from 
one day’s vapor would equal the water 
supply for a family of ten for 11,000 days, 
or thirty ‘years, allowing fifty gallons per 
day to each person. 

These vapors condense and give rise to 
large volumes of waiter, part of which 
falls as rain in the vicinity, and part of 
which runs down the sides of the volcano. 
This water from vapor is increased, in 
gome cases, by melting snow from high 
points on the volcanoes, and from vast 
reservoirs of water in the bowels of

rounding country, building up the well- 
known volcanic cones and sometimes chang- 
ing miles upon miles of fertile lands, vine 
and wood-clad hills into desolate wastes. 
Trees, animals, men, women, children, 
houses, whole cities, like Herculaneum and 
Pompeil, may be buried beneath the debris 
of oue volcanic eruption to be hidden for 
centuries and to disclose in later years the 
life of historic ages. 

An interesting change takes place in lava 
as it issues forth. First, it is white hot 
and flows like honey or melted iron. Next 
it is red and from redness changes to black 
with all the successions of color which may 
be observed, in a coal flung on a winter's 
night from a large old fireplace. Constant- 
ly changing as it moves, the surface of the 
lava stergya finally becomes like cinders in 
appearance and gradually hardens, often 
in very rough forms, color and shape, ad- 
ding to the desolation which it conveys. 

The cooling of these moving masses of 
melted rock is slow, so slow that the red- 
hot lava can be seen through fissures for 
years afterward, so that at Jorullo, in Mex- 
ico, a cigar could be lighted at a fissure 
twenty-one yéars after the eruption. 

Sometimes flowing lava dams a stream 
and forms. a lake, as-in the case of Lake 
Aidat, in Auvergne, or in a few ‘hours a 
deep channel is filled, whieh the slow action 
of flowing water has hundreds of 


years in excavating.

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SERMONS BY THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 


Mr. Parham’s Story of tea Half Century 
of Conflict” —The Odes and Zpodes of 
Horace—New Books Heceived. 


“A Half Century of Conflict,” by Francis 
Parkman. Little, Brown & Co., publish- 


ers. J. F. S. 
Back of all the later history of America 


lies the important epoch when the great 
struggle was begun and ended for the su- 
premacy of the Anglo-Saxon and the over- 
throw of the French ou. Consist- 
ing largely, as the history of the time does, 
with desultory expeditions against outposts 
and villages, this border warfare of half a 
century has. accomplished graver results in 
the history of the world than were accom- 
plished by the millions who were strug- 
gling in Europe at the same time, and to 
whose struggles the war in America was 
regarded as merely incidental. 

“A Haif Century of Conflict” forms a 
part of the series of histories by Mr. Park- 
man called “France and England in North 
America.” It is the last work of the 
‘ series, which now stands.complete. In 
his introduction, Mr. Parkman says - that 
in the present volume é‘the nature of the 
subject does not permit an @nbroken thread 
of narrative, and the unity of the ,book 
lies in its being throughout, in one form or 
another, an illustration of the singularly 
contrasted characters and methods of the 
rival claimants to North America.” 

Mr. Parkman’s reputation as a careful 
and painstaking historian, as well as a 
clear and accurate writer, has long been 
established. The subject which he has just 
completed has been a-life study, and has 
been greatly retarded by the laborious 
search which he bas been forced to make 
for manuscripts and authorities. IFar- 
reaching as were the’ results of the strug- 
gle, there is little in the details of its ac- 
coluplishwent which can either thrill the 
mind or charm tlhe imagination of the 
reader. Ot personal bravery and indi- 
vidual adventure there is an abundance, 
nud we tind repeated in the actual experi- 
ences of the savage warfare many inci- 
dents with which, as children, we were 
familiar in story books. ‘Lhe isolated set- 
tlements, the dark and gloomy forests 
concealing a restless and wary foe, the 
sudden alarm aud brief contest, the burn- 
ing of homes and scalping of men, and the 
carrying away of women and children to 
tbe forest fastuesses of the savage—such, 
in brief, is the story of too many of the 
wars between the i:nglish and I*rench in 
America, aud such was the part that the 
savage was made to play by men who 
spared neither gold or the zeal which re- 
hgion can iuspire to stir up his latent 
bicodthirstiness against the enemy. 

But through all this desultory warfare 
Mr. Barman has drawn a clear thread 
of the main aims and ends of the struggle. 
He tells of the difference in character of the 
two parties to the struggle--the English 
divided in aims and interests, scattered 
along the seaboard for nearly two thou- 
gand miles in distant colonies, each colony 
busy with its own work and jealous of out- 
side interference: its growth the result of 
natural overfiow rather than of artificial en- 
couragement. ‘the French, ou the other 
hand, were led by men of broad ambi- 
tions and far-reaching policies. While the 
English were divided, they were a_ unit, 
and all the foree at their command could be 
relied on for quick and decisive action. 
‘Their path was clear. ‘They were bent oun 
reclaiming the new world for: France. To 
this end they bent their energies, and for 
n time it seemed as if the struggle would 
be theirs. 

We have heard so much about the sturdy

His civic virtues withered under the despot- 
ism of Versailles, and his mind and con- 
scieuce were kept in leading strings by 
an absolute church; but the forest aud the 
prairie offered him an unbridled liberty, 
which, lawless as it was, gave scope to his 
energies, till these savage wastes became 
the field of his most noteworthy achieve- 
meuts.””

of its outcome..

Land Lete in Coweta Are Badly 
Mixed Up. Th 
Ne Ga., July 80.—(Special. e 
land lots tn Coweta have become so badly 
mixed up—or, rather the numbers of the 
lots—that a good deal of confusion, if not 
serious inconvenience, is likely to result. 
Indeed, it may become necessary to have & 
new survey of the county in order to get 
matters straightened out, and this would be 
a right expensive undertaking. In revising 
the tax returns for 1892 the board of tax 
equalizers have been guided in their inves- 
tigations by a map, showing the exact 
number and location of land lots and frac- 
tions of lots in the county, together with 
the correct number of each lot. 
the returns of a property holder were 
passed upon, his or her name would 
written across each lot or fraction of lot, 
so as to make a complete record of the 
number of acres of land in the county and 
the ownership thereof. For example, if A 
owns twenty-five acres, B seventy-five, C 
fifty and D fifty,a whole lot is thus account- 
ed for, although divided into fractions and 
owned separately, and the lot is marked 
with the name of each owner. In many 
cases, however, lots and parts of lots are 
not returned at all, while in some instances 
the same lot is returned by two and even 
three different persons. It is a queer state 
of things, certainly, and unless rectified is 
sure to cause trouble.

St. Augustine, Fla., July 30.—The fol- 
lowing report, the result of an expert inves- 
ligation arranged by Mi. H. M. Flagler, 
‘will be read with interest and satisfaction

. Physicians to Hotels Ponce 
Leon, Alcazar and Cordova, Gentlemen: 
In compliance to your request. I give the 
following as a result of a careful investiga- 
tion of the sanitary condition of the hotels 
Pouce de Leon, Aléazar and Cordova, in 
St. Augustine, Pla. -and of such accounts 
of the cases of fever which occurred in 
ests of these hotels during the spring of 
as it has thus far been possible to ob- 
.: I am satisfied that nv one of these 
cases of fever was caused by the water sup- 
ply or the drainage of the buildings or by 
anything connected with them or their sur- 
roundings. The water supply has been 
examined chemically and_bacteriologically, 
the ae mam ~ and heuse drainage of each 
hotel has béen carefully scrutinized, the 
sources of milk supply, of ice, and of fresh 
vegetables for the use of the guests of these 
hotels have been investigated, and no causes 
of disease have been found in any of thein. 
@ have been no cases of typhoid fever 
among the residents in St. Augustine dur- 
ing the past year, and the general sanitary 

condition of the town is excellent. 
Between December 15, 1891, and April 
25, 1892, about twenty-five cases of typhoid 
fever are reported as baving occurred in 
about twenty-five thousand persons who vis- 
Fourteen of these 
cases occurred among visitors while. they 
were in town, and eleven are said to have 
occurred from two to three weeks after the 
patients had left the town. In addition to 
the above four cases are reported in™ hotel 
servants and one in a nurse. Seven of 
these cases in visitors while in the town 


_ Were in the hotel Ponce de Leon, Alcazar 


and Cordova, and six of the cases reported 
in persons who had been gone from two to 
three weeks were also in guests of these 
three hotels. In all, therefore, out of 
nbout sixteen thousand guests of these ho- 
tels, thirteen are reported as having been 
affected with typhoid. The investigation 
into the details of these cases is not yet com- 
pleted, and I can only say now that it is 
provable that two or three of them were 
not typhoid fever at all, that two of them 
were ill on the day of their arrival—which 
illness became well marked typhoid fever 
days later and, therefore, was not contract- 
ed at St. Augustine, and that of all the 
cases at the above mentioned hotels there 
were among the guests but three, which 
it would seem must have been contracted 
during their stay in St. Augustine. The

What now took place is alone known 
to the defendant and the dead man’s wife, 
who is herself said to be dead: The defend- 
ant asserts that on Plattor’s entrance with 
the ax handle, he was immediately stricken 
a most severe blow upon the head. This

NEWS PROM MACON. 


Several Casss of Diphtheria Haye Been 
Reported. 


CASES IN THE. DIFFERENT COURTS. 


The Coal Dealer Who Is Accused of 
Stealing Railroad Brasses—Other 
News from the Central Oity. 


Macon, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)}—Diph- 


| theria has laid its dread clutch on one lo 


cality in the city of Macon. 

Already three deaths have been reported, 
and some twelve or fifteen cases are 
known. 

The announcement of this fact and its 
attendant exaggeration, making the num- 
ber of cases go as high as thirty, caused 
considerable consternation and _ panic 
among families on the hill portion ef the 
city, to which locality, so far as is at pres- 
ent known, the disease is confined. 

But the panic is altogether unnecessary, 
and there is very little fear that the dis- 
ease will spread to any great extent, or 
that it will ever become as serious as the 
calamity liar would claim. 

The Constitution correspondent this 
morning called upon Dr. Kenan Hall, the 
city physician. 

The doctor said he was not yet prepared 
to make any oflicial statement, though he 
was prepared to say that the reports con- 
cerning the disease were very much ex- 
aggerated. 

Last night at 6 o'clock, at the residence 
of Mr. Miller Gordon, his niece, Mary A. 
Hagan, aged eleven years, died of diphthe- 
ria. The child had only been ill about 
thirty-six hours. She was the daughter 
of Mayor Hagan, of Lake City, Fla. The 
interment took place this morning in Rose 
Hill cemetery. The young gentlemen who 
acted as pallbeArers were: Messrs, John 
Burke, Jim Budd, Howard Burt and Prin- 
gle Willingham. 

Piles of Stolen Goods. 

The case of Lee Davis charged with be 

ing in possession of stolen goods is excit- 


fing considerable interest in Macon where 


the man Davis is well known. 

This morning The Constitution corres 
pondent. visited the place where the prop- 
erty was stowed and there found any 
quantity of goods of every description and 
of every value from a nickel to $500. It 
would almost seem that every article of 
negotiable value that has been stolen in 
Macon for the last two years was stowed 
away in that outhouse. Among other 
things were coils of copper trolley wire 
which were stolen from the street car com- 
pany about two years ago. This wire is 
valuéd at about seven hundred dollars and 
it is understood that Davis has already 
made a shipment of the same kind of wire. 

This morning Davis was brought before 
the recorder and finéd for keeping a junk 
shop without a license. The amount of 
the fine was $75 in default of which Davis 
was locked up, but was afterwards released. 
The detectives who cleverly worked up the 
case say that their evidence is conclusive 
and that Davis wiil be vigorously prosecut- 
ed by the Central and East ‘Tennessee rail- 
roads. 

The Macon and Northern. 


Messrs. Marion Erwin and Nat Harris, 
who returned from Atlanta la}t fnight, 
pre a somewhat interesting account of 
how the Macon and Northern came to go 
into the hands of a receiver.

Hospitals Crowded with the Sufferers. 
More Prostations in Sugar Refineries 
Than in Other Places. 


New York, July 30.—During twenty-four 


hours, ending at noon today, 286 deaths were ; 


reported in this city. This is the heaviest 
death-rate for a single day for twenty 
years. The number of deaths for the week 
just past is 1,434, the heaviest since July 
6, 1876, when. 1,581 deaths were reported 
for the week ending that day. Prostrations 
from heat among workmen of the Williams- 
burg sugar refineries for the past week have 
excelled 600. Only two of the large sugar 
houses are in full operation. Havemeyer’s 
establishment employs nearly one thousand 
four hundred men. Of these more than 
four hundred, or nearly 33 per cent, have 
been carried out since Sunday. The Brook- 
lyn sugar refinery employs 450 men. Of 
these between seventy and one hundred 
were compelled to quit work and have been 
replaced by new men, as were those in the 
Havemeyer sugar house. ‘ 

Change of temperature last night had a 
good effect on the workmen. At 7 o'clock 
last evening, when the night shift of men 
weut on, fifteen workmen were carried out 
oftwo sugar houses. At 7 o'clock a. m. 


but three men were seen who seemed at 


all affected. It is known that twelve and 

possibly more of the affected men have 

died since Sunday last and this morning 

it was reported that nearly eighty others 

were in @ precaricus condition.

Philadelphia, July 30.—The effect of the 
terrible heat of the past week was startling- 
ly shown by the regular weekly report 
made today by the board of health. From 
10 o'clock last Saturday till noon today 
Health Officer Veale issued 870 death cer- 
tificates. ‘This is a greater mortality than 
has ever been recorded by the officers be 
fore. This death rate is even greater than 
when epidemics of grippe or even cholera, 
amail pox or diphtheria scourged the city.

The, public school is certainly the most char- 
acteristic product of the 400 years of Amer- 
ican life. The public school stands for the 
spirit of enlightenment which has been the 
mark of life in this country. The public 
school may have its defects, but take it 
all in all, it is a superb thing. 

“It seems to me also that te give to the 
public school this prominent place in this 
great celebration would be of advantage to 
the cause of education. In many sections 
they have all the money they want for edu- 
cation; but it is not so in all localities. Some 
people, it is true, give all they can in taxes 
for the support ef the schools; but this is not 
the rule, and anything which’ will impress 
the people generally with the advantage 
they are deriving from the free education 
of all the children in the land, is a substan- 
tial gain for the cause of education.

It is not levied for revenue, but for prohibi- 
ticn; and the fundamental law nowhere gives 
to the federal congress the right to suppress 
by its action the issues of the state banks. 
There would follow from its repeal the most 
perfect currency for business purposes the 
world has ever known. Flexible in its charac- 
ter, redeemable at all central points, and thus 
always at par thronghout every portion of the 
country, and meeting the needs of the hour 
in its answer to every legitimate demand, it 
would prevent pressures and stringency in the 
ueney market, and injure no one but the 
greedy speculator who makes his cent per 
cent fia a financial crisis. 


Now, there is the whole question of 
state banks of issue briefly but completely 
set forth from the standpoint of common 
sense and experience It is not alone 
Mr. Stone who advocates a return to the 
system of state banks of issue with proper 
restrictions and safeguards. It is advo- 
cated by some of the most eminent bank- 
ers in the country. 

As we have said before, we are not sure 
that it was the wisest thing for the demo- 
crats to make an issue of the question, for 
repuDlican partisanship is sure to«make 
an effort to prevent its meaning and pur- 
pose... And, strletl? speaking it is not a 
matter for parties to scuffle over. Never- 
theless, the fact that it has been made 
an issue will create discussion, and the 
democrats have nothing to fear from sert- 
ous discussion, provided some of their 
ablest editors do not take it into their 
heads to repudiate this part of the plat 
form and make & hew resolution declaring 
against wildcat banks.

_.It was a general disappointment and the 
120,000 people of the city with the exception 
of the few that are now away from home 
enjoying the atmosphere of the summer re- 
sorts, were howling mad. They fully ex- 
cone a fall in the mercury, but instead of 
alling it ran high up in the nineties. The 
heat of the day was oppressive and the af- 
ternoon, instead of being cooled by the 

zes, resembled the warmth of an equa- 
torial summer. 

But there is consolation in knowing that 
while it was hot in Atlanta the day was 

a “scorcher’” in other places. The 
reports from Acgpate, Macon, Savannah 
and other points in the state convey the 
intelligence that the temperature in those 
cities was considerably higher than at any 
time during the summer. 

The city is fortunate in being situated 
among the foot hills and the heat of the 
weather, though some times oppressive in 
causing the perspiration to pour out of the 
skin, is rarely so warm as to produce such 
fatal consequences as are ravaging the peop- 
ulation of the north and cast. 

Forty-two deaths as the result of expo- 
sure to the sun’s heat occurred in Chicago 

esterday, while the rate of mortality in 

ew York was even greater than that of 
the western metropolis. : 

Atlanta should, therefora, be asticfied 
with her lot, and though she failad to en- 
counter the wave that was expected to 
arrive in the city yesterday there is pleasure 
in knowing that it was turned by the hand 
| of proyidence into other quarters, where its 

melind effect was far more refreshing than 
it could possibly have been in Atlanta. 

When it started from the north a few days 
ago its course was directly towards Atlan- 
ta, but after reaching the mountains of 
East Tennessee its course was deflected and 
it turned in the direction of Chicago and 
Cincinnati.

A SUBSTITUTE. 


From the French of Francois Ceppers. 


At the time of his first arrest—for va- 
grancy—he could not have been more 
than ten years old. 

To the magistrate he said: 

“My name is Jean Francois Leture and 
for the last six months I have been with 
the ballad singer in the Place de la Bas- 
tile who accompanies himself upon an old 
fiddle. My part was to join with him in 
the chorus and at the end of each song 
to cry out: ‘Buy a collection of the latest 
songs! Only ten centimes—two sous!’ He 
would often get drunk, then he would 
beat me. That is why the police found 
me the other night, hiding in an empty 
building. Before that I was with a street 
peddier of toys. My mother was a laun- 
dress. She was called Adele, and her 
rent for a ground-floor at Montmartre was 
paid for by 8ome gentleman. She washed 
very well, and she loved me, too. She 


made a great deal of money because she | 


had the custom of many fine gentlemen 
who wore much linen. On Sundays she 
would put me to bed quite early so that 
she might go to the ball, but on week 
days she sent me to the school of the 
Brothers, where I learnt to read. Then 
this happened. The sergent de ville, who 
was stationed in our street, would often 
step before my mother’s window and chat 
with her. He was a fine man and were 
the Crimean medal. Now they are mar- 
ried and everything has gone wrong.

I was always being cuffed 
and beaten, and so I would run away from 
the house and spend my time on the place 
Clichy, where I got to know all the moun- 
tebanks and street performers.

Sterilized Milk for Immediate Use. 


While boiling water for half an hour will 
under ordinary circumstances, sterilize it, 
milk would be injured by evaporation and 
otf? changes produced in its constituents by 
such long exposure to heat. A better method 
is to expose the milk for_s longer time to a 
lower temperature than that of boiling. 

To sterilize milk for immediate use: Pour 
the milk inte a granite ware saucepan or a 
double boiler, raise the temperature to 190 
degrees Fahrenheit, and ayo it at that point 
for one hour. As soon as done put it imme- 
diately into a pitcher. which has been thor- 
oughly washed and ‘bo 
by placing in a pan of cold or iced water. 

A chemist’s thermometer for testing the 
teniperature may be bought at any pharmacy 
for a small sum, but if there is not one at 
hand, heat the milk until a scum forms over 
the top, and then keep it as nearly as . 
ble at that heat for one hour. Do not let it 
boil. Such milk remain sweet from 
twenty-four to thirty-six hours in warm

Schooling to a Girl at the Industrial 
School in Milledgeville. 


The industrial school for girls, which was 
opened under the most favorable auspices at 
Milledgeville last autumn, was one of the 
noblest institutions ever founded in the atate 
of Georgia, and it is destined to do more 
for the advancement of Georgia women 
than any other educational institution in 
the state. 

Every broad-minded woman interested in 
the welfare of her sex rejoiced when this 
institution was founded, and has, since that 


time, gihoried in its progress. 


_ where the girls industrial school has be 


The bill for the appropriatim from the 
‘state of a good sum of money through the 
legislature last year has ‘been .a great aid 
to the institution, making it possible to add 
to the old executive mansion a_ suflicient 
number of dormitories to accommodate 
three times as many girls as at first. This 
the legislature of Georgia did for the 
school, and now the time has arrived for in- 
dividual charity from all those people who 
are interested in the elevation of young 
womanhood. In the state of Mississippi, 


come such a pride to her people, a loan as- 
sociation was formed by each county in 
order to give one or more girls free board, 
and in this way at least two hundred girls 
were educated every year. Many girls of 
scant means took advantage of this fund, 
by accepting half the price of their board 
and doing domestic work or sewing in the 
school to pay for the other half. Then 
there were younger girls without means 
who came inexperienced and untaught, and 
these were glad tu have their board paid 
until they could make their services valu- 
able. 

The rational necessity of rendering such 
assistance to this Georgia institution seems 
so evident that it strikes me as rather ab- 
surd to urge it or go into explanations. The 
desire to do for the young is a sort of in- 
stinct with every kind-hearted man or 
woman. 

Youth appeals to all our senses. No 

can give a good reason for re 
fusing to help any young creature, 
and the girls who would be helped by this 
fund would all be girls who entered into 
their work with an earnest purpose to make 
something of themselves. President Chap- 
pell tells me that not a week has passed 
since the opening of the school without the 
receipt of some appealing girlish letter beg- 
ging him to take the writer into the school 
and let her work to pay for tuition. 
- Now, isn’t that pitiful? Think how very 
hard aud serious life must have become to 
these young creatures to make them glad 
and willing to work for an education.

A young girl who, two days ago, was the 
picture of beauty, lay in the female ward 
at the Grady hospital yesterday with her 
face fearfully blackened &nd swollen, and 
presenting a hideous sight.

The face was 
robbed of its human aspect, and black- 
ened, discolored, swollen, ulcerous, it 
seemed to mock at the efforta of the phys- 
icians.

8 written by Colonel W. M, Wright, of 
this ‘city, who was Mr. Nolan’s attorney in 
the trial, and is also one of the editors of 
The Jonesboro News, the official organ of 
the party to which Mr. Nolan belongs. 
Hence the “onesidedness” of his report of 
the trial. The facts are as follows: Mr. 
NN. Norton, the superintendent of the 
county’s pauper farm, an honorable, up- 
right and popular gentleman, and a stanch 
democrat, says he was recently approached 
by Mr. Nolan, who is an “ardent supporter 
of the people’s party,” and was asked for 
his political views. In that candid and 
fearless way so characteristic of Mr. Nor- 
ton, he replied that he was unequivocally 
and unalterably a democrat, and opposed 
to any split in the party ranks. This loyal 
answer of Mr. Norton’s seemed to anger 
his questioner, and he was informed that 
the third party would soon hold the reins 
in Clayton, and then he would have to eat 
crow for his boasting independence. Mr. 
Nolan said he and his party would abolish 
the board of commissioners and elect an 
ordinary who would fire Mr. Norton and 
appoint a “believer” in his place as super- 
intendent. After a few such banterings 
and counterbanterings, all passed off quiet- 
ly for a time. It was opened afresh, how- 
ever, last Saturday, when Mr. Nolan heard 
that Mr. Norton had mentioned the occur- 
rence to several friends in Jonesboro. It 
eeems that sober afterthought showed Mr. 
Nolan the nonsense and folly in such re- 
marks, and he was quick to deny them. 
He had heard that Mr. Norton had said 
that he (Nolan) and another gentleman, 
Mr. Dock Wright, had approached ‘him to- 
gether and made the remarks quoted above. 
This he denounced as a lie, and on meeting 
Mr. Norton and asking him about it he 
proceed ed to call him (Norton) a liar, and 
nocked him down with a stick before Mr. 
Norton could get a chance to explain him- 
self or resent the onslaught. Mr. Norton 
says Mr. Nolan was not accompanied by 
Mr. Dock Wright when he made the re- 
marks, and that he has never said he was, 
but he did say that Mr. Nolan had come to 
him and en,as quoted. The trial was 
conducted in proper form, and as fair and 
impartial as any citizen could get or ex- 
pect under similar evidence. The evi- 
dence showed plainly that Mr. Nolan was 
the aggressor, and under the charge of 
“disorderly conduct, quarreng and fight- 
ing,” that he was guilty. He was accord- 
ingly fined $10 and costs by the mayor, 
‘which, every fair-minded man will admit, 
was extremely fight under the circum- 
stances. Mr. Norton was acquitted, as 
the evidence failed to show any disorderly 
act on his part.

Chokee, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—A man 
giving his name as “Professor Burnsides, 
spiritual medium and performer of mira- 
cles,” came to grief near here a few 
nights since.

But Wednesday night the professor had 
a fall—a very great fall—and when he de- 
parted the diggin’s it was in a frame of 
broken glass with window trimmings. 

It came about in this way: ‘The negroes 
desired proof positive of his power to raise 
the dead, and accordingly the professor ar- 
ranged for a seance in an old building in the 
woods, 

Twenty or thirty negroes gathered on 
the night mentioned to see the dead rise 
and, true to his appointment, the professor 
was there in all his glory. 

Kerosene lamps ligh the building and 
ghostly shadows from the woods enveloped 
it without.
